Ford's oil-price 
plan to hike gas 
prices seven cents

The California Indians were dis­ 
covered to be numerous and happy as 
well as “ well-built, healthy, and active" 
during the Portola Expedition of 1769- 
1770, according to the diary of Miguel 
Costanso. 
Also in 1769, Franciscan Padre 
Junipero Serra established the first 
California mission in San Diego; but the 
Indian population of many of the mis­ 
sions began to decline at a very early 
date due to the European gifts of small 
pox and veneral disease. 


Dr. Jose Benites, investigating the 
Monterey Indian’s new lifestyle, noted in 
1804, “ the causes of the venereal and 
kindred diseases among the Indians are 
impure intercourse, filthy habits, sleep­ 
ing huddled together, the sick with the 
others, the interchange of clothing, pass­ 
ing the nights in gambling and danc­ 
ing...” 
In 70 brief years — from the time Mis­ 
sion San Diego de Alcala was founded to 
1838, the year the missions were 
secularized — the California Indians lost 
much of their great population, lost their 
solidarity as self-sufficient tribes and in­ 
dependent people and lost their land. 
The mission lands, under Mexico 
Governor Pio Pico’s abortive seculariza­ 
tion program, were rented or sold in 
public auction to the highest bidder; and 
the few Indians that could claim a tiny 
plot of granted land were eventually 
crowded off their property by invading 
homesteaders and adventurers when 
California was proclaimed a state. 
It was against this seldom mentioned 
background that 19-year-old Daniel 
Ambrose of Santa Cruz walked into La 
Purisima Mission State Park on Satur­ 
day and leading a donkey named Holly. 


Facing their briefest agenda in 
months, the Lompoc City Council tomor­ 
row night will consider a recommenda­ 
tion from the city Personnel Appeals 
Board to uphold a three-day suspension 
of former police officer William 
Landreth. 
The meeting is public and will begin at 
7:30 p.m. in the Lompoc School Ad­ 
ministration Board Room, 1301 North A 
St. 
The Landreth matter was brought 
before the panel at their July 1 session 
but was continued because the former 
policeman’s attorney could not attend. 
Landreth was disciplined in January 
by Police Chief James Smith for his 
handling of two local incidents. He was 
charged in one case with use of “ un­ 
necessary force” and in the other of 
“ unprofessional conduct.” He denied 
both charges. 
Agreeing with City Attorney Alan 
Davidson, the city Personnel Appeals 
Board decided on June 19 to recommend 
that the council back up Smith’s action. 


He had come the distance of San Diego 
by foot donned in an 18th century Fran­ 
ciscan habit and plans to walk to Mission 
San Francisco Solano de Sonoma, 43 
miles north of San Francisco, for the 
sake of reminding Californians in this 
Bicentennial year “ what the Fran­ 
ciscans had to go through 200 years 
ago.” 
Although admitting his knowledge of 
the mission period is lacking, the red­ 
cheeked, miik-and-cookies recent high 
school graduate is certain the missions 
were very important whether he knows 
their history or not. 
“ Oh, yes,” he assured, after wolfing 
down a lunch at one of the park ranger’s 
homes located above the reconstructed 
m ission, but on park property. 
“ Anything that remains standing for 200 
years is something to be admired and 
has something to teach us.” 
As a second thought, the young 
traveler added, “ That’s what history is 
all about to me — to learn from the 
past.” 


He can’t be wrong because he has met 
hundreds of people from San Diego to 
Lompoc and they have all been helpful 
and encouraging. 


Daniel began the 900-mile trip on May 
14 at Mission San Diego de Alcala and ex­ 
pects to finish on Sept. 20 when he rests 
his eyes and tired feet on Mission San 
Francisco Solano de Sonoma. Along the 
way, he has been interviewed by dozens 
of small and big town newspaper 
reporters, two tv stations, and will be 
featured in the next issue of People 
Magazine, which is a pretty good trick 
for a kid who plans on majoring in public 
relations when he starts college this fall. 
Food and drink come mostly from peo­ 
ple along the road who read the stories.

California 
would not have been tamed as early and 
the heritage would have been different if 
another culture would have conquered 
it,” he repeated. 
So the touring young man began the 
journey in the belief that beginnings 
should be remembered. In this case, it 
was an ominous beginning that needs 
remembering, whether he knows it or 
not.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford today proposed a complex oil-price 
plan that could drive up the cost of gas­ 
oline seven cents a gallon by 1978, in ef­ 
fect challenging Congress to come up 
with a better idea if it can. 
The proposal would freeze the price of 
“ new” domestic oil, which amounts to 
about 40 per cent of American produc­ 
tion, immediately at $13.50 a barrel and 
let the cost of "old” oil rise in steps to 
that level in the next 30 months. 
Ford said the resulting boost in 
petroleum prices would be a “ small 
price to pay” to free the nation from 
dependence on foreign oil producers. 
His message was addressed to 
Congress. But he delayed sending it to 
Capitol Hill until later this week in an ap­ 
parent attempt to buy time to woo sup­ 
port both among lawmakers and the 
public. 
Once the President’s message goes 
formally to Congress, a statutory 
timeclock starts running and the plan 
will go into effect automatically unless 
disapproved by either house within five 
working days. 
Appearing in the White House press 
room shortly before noon, Ford said he 
hoped Congress “ will give this very 
serious consideration and not take hasty 
action.” 
He said he encountered a “ minimum 
of opposition” when he outlined the plan 
to congressional leaders this morning. 
“ We had a greater understanding of the 
complexity of this problem.” he added. 
The Democratic-controlled Congress 
has been hostile to the prospect of ending 
price controls on “ old” oil, which com­ 
prises 60 per cent of production and now 
pegged at $5.25 per barrel, on the theory 
it would send fuel prices skyrocketing. 
The control law is due to expire Aug. 31 
and Ford warned he would veto any ex­ 
tension approved by Congress unless 
lawmakers accept his “ reasonable com­ 
promise.” 
Ford’s plan esssentially would end con­ 
trols on “ old” oil, and would substitute a 
ceiling for all domestic oil at about $13.50 
a barrel. So-called “ new” oil, that 
produced by American wells since 1973 
and not subject to controls, now sells for 
about $13 per barrel. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., im­ 
mediately said he would offer a resolu­ 
tion of disapproval, calling the ad­ 
ministration’s oil pricing policies “ intel­ 
lectually and morally corrupt.” 
“ Up until yesterday he (Ford) he was 
advocating instant oil inflation by taking 
the price lid off on Aug. 31,” Jackson 
said in a statement. “ Now he has backed 
off but is trying to slip it through on the 
installment plan.” 
But Republican Leader Hugh Scott and 
House GOP Leader John J. Rhodes 
promptly endorsed Ford’s proposal. Nei­ 
ther ventured a prediction when asked 
whether the heavily Democratic 
Congress would accept the plan. 
Both blamed the Democrats for 
Congress’ inability to come up with an 
energy program. Scott said, “ I ’m afraid 
the majority will come up with no 
program or an impossible program.” 
Ford’s action puts heavy pressure on 
Congress to move quickly on the com-

The salaries of city officials 
are public information because 
the public signs the bottom line. 
The finalized, approved edition 
of the Lompoc City Budget for 
f i s c a l y e a r 1975-76 w as 
published last week. A look at 
the salaries of the city’s top of­ 
ficials reveals this: 
The city’s mc»t highly paid 
official is Gene Wählers, city 
adm inistrative officer, who is 
accountable before the City 
Council for all th e c ity ’s 
business. W ählers draws a 
monthly salary of $2,678, which 
translates into an annual in­ 
come of $32,1%. Included in the 
sum is one tenth tim e service 
he puts in a s th e c i t y ’s 
emergency services director. 
The second most highly paid 
local city official is City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson, who 
draw s $2,198 per month, or 
$26,376 yearly. Davidson is 
responsible for all the city’s 
legal affairs, as his title im­ 
plies 
Both his and Wählers’ 
salaries are not determined by 
classification formula, but set 
individually by the council. 
There are four city officials 
who draw the third highest pay 
checks in local city govern­ 
ment Each is a head of an im­ 
portant city departm ent. They

B a r r y 


Gustafson. Each is in the same 
pay scale and at the maximum 
seniority level. Each draws 
$1,783 monthly for annual in­ 
comes of $21,396 apiece. 
Finance Director Marvin 
Loney, at the top of hit salary 
scale, comes next with a 
monthly intake of $1,739 and an 
annual salary of $20,86$. 
Electrical Superintendent Wil­ 
liam Ruffner, also with max­ 
imum seniority in his scale, 
earns $1,591 per month and 
$19,020 per year. 
Water Superintendent A1 
Thompson is paid $1,500 
monthly, which computes to 
$18,000 yearly and Water Plant 
Supervisor Dale Bachelor 
makes $1,393 a month for an an­ 
nual salary of $16,716. 
Assistant Finance Director 
and City Treasurer Stella Reed 
is paid $1.366 on a monthly 
basis, which calculates to;

Butterfield raps 
CIA aide charges 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Alexander Butterfield, who was 
accused of being a CIA “con­ 
tact officer" while a toplevel 
White House aide, said today he 
considers the allegation “tan­ 
tamount to a charge of per­ 
jury ” 
Butterfield said he had never 
been a “contact officer" and in 
fact never had any connection 
with the Central Intelligence 
Agency at all. 
“If I was their contact man, I 
was a hell of a poor one, 
because I had no contact what* 
soever with the CIA." Butter­ 
field said in a weekend televi­ 
sion interview 
Retired Air Force Col. L. 
Fletcher Prouty, a former Pen­ 
tagon intelligence officer, said 
last week that Watergate con­ 
spirator E. Howard Hunt told 
him in 1971 that Butterfield was 
a White House contact for the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 
In a statement read in a 


telephone conversation today, 
Butterfield said “Prouty’s ini­ 
tial public statements about me 
were sufficent to lead reporters 
to allege in my case a spy 
motive, to allege infiltration, 
in other words to suggest that 
while at the White House I 
served two masters 
“Those 
serious allegations 
are wholly false and defamato­ 
ry," Butterfield said. “In that I 
stated my White House duties 
in full under oath to the Senate 
W atergate C om m ittee and 
other high level investigative 
bodies, Fletcher Prouty’s al­ 
legations is tantamount to a 
charge of perjury and the 
damage has been done. In my 
opinion, it is irreparable." 


Butterfield, who headed the 
Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion until he resigned in March, 
also said he has never met or 
even seen Hunt and had never 
heard of Prouty until recently. 


Controversial trial 
now under way 


RALEIGH. N.C. (UPI) - 
Joan Little, a 21-year-old black 
woman, admits she stabbed her 
white jailer to death. But she 
claims he was trying to rape 
her — and her trial has become 
a focal point for civil and 
women’s rights groups. 
Som e 75 d em o n stra to rs 
paraded outside the courtcoona 
Sunday night in an all-night 
candlelight vigil hours before 
her trial on charges of killing 
B e a u fo r t C ou n ty j a ile r 
Clarence Alligood was to begin. 
Supporters bused in from 
several states planned a march 
today from the North Carolina 
Women’s Prison to the court­ 
house. But a court order, which 
was being challenged in federal 
court, forbade protests on 
Courthouse grounds once the 
trial began. 
Miss Little was charged with 
stabbing Alligood, a 62-year-old 
white-haired father of six, 11 
times with an ice pick. She 
claimed she was acting in self- 
defense while fighting off a 
rape attempt in her cell. 
As the trial began, there was 


speculation the prosecution 
might ask Wake County Superi­ 
or Judge Hamilton Hobgood to 
move it out of Raleigh because 
of fears that a district judge's 
public statement will prejudice 
jurors against them. Judge 
Carlos Murray told a meeting 
of Miss Little s supporters last 
week be did not think the case 
against her could stand up in 
court. 


A ttorneys on both sid es 
predicted the trial could last 
four to six weeks. 
Miss Lit­ 
tle, free on $115,000 bond since 
February, also has filed a $1 
million federal court civil suit 
against Beaufort County and Al­ 
ligood's estate, contending her 
civil rights were violated when 
she was forced into committing 
“unnatural sex acts” during 
her confinement. 


Alligood was found dead in 
Miss Little’s cell Aug. 27. She 
had worked at odd jobs, in­ 
cluding a sheet rock finisher 
and a waitress, before being 
convicted of breaking and 
entering. 


Israeli jets again hit 
Palestinian target areas 


United Press International 
Israeli jets have attacked 
Palestinian targets in southern 
Lebanon for the second time in 
a week The guerrillas retaliat­ 
ed with rocket fire on settle­ 
ments in northern Israel. 
An Israeli spokesman in Tel 
Aviv said the warplanes raided 
a guerrilla weapons factory 
Sunday, but a Lebanese spokes­ 
man in Beirut said the jets 
struck a Palestinian refugee 
camp 
Lebanon said four persons 
were killed and 20 wounded in 
air strikes against the Ain el 
Helweh refugee camp near the 
port city of Sidon, 35 miles 
south of Beirut. 
Lebanese newsmen said Isra­ 
eli artillery also shelled the 
town of Bint Jubayl in southern 
Lebanon for 30 minutes Sunday 
night, k illin g a man and 
wounding two others. 
In Jerusalem, the Israeli 
cabinet met Sunday but still 
made no decision on an interim 
peace agreement with Egypt. A 
communique said the cabinet 
authorized the Israeli negotiat­ 
ing team to keep up its efforts. 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitz­ 
hak Rabin, back from talks 
with Secretary of State Henry 


Kissinger in West Germany, ex­ 
pressed hope for a peace agree­ 
ment but said it may take as 
long as a year. 


Lebanese witnesses said the 
Israeli jets attacked in two 
waves, sending a billowing 
cloud of black smoke from 
rocket hits in the center of the 
camp. 


A Lebanese spokesman said 
one of the Israeli jets was shot 
down and crashed in flames 
into the sea. A Palestinian 
spokesman said the guerrillas 
shot down two planes. 


But an Israeli official said all 
the attacking jets returned 
safely 


with its 
basis of 
meeting. 
Ha'aretz said it had learned 
that the main subject of discus­ 
sion between Rabin and Kis­ 
sin g er w as the le v e l of 
guarantees and commitments 
Washington would give Israel in 
any new Sinai agreement. 
“In the economic sphere it 
seems that there was under­ 
standing reached that the 
United States would give Israel 
economic aid of $1.7 to $1.8 bil­ 
lion and that additionally the 
United States would carry the 
expense of supplying oil to 
Israel for a three-year period," 
the newspaper said 
“ Following 
the 
Kissinger 
meeting, the chances for an 
agreement have increased but 
there are still large question 
marks and it is too early to 
speak of Kissinger visiting the 
area," Ha’aretz said 
Rabin told newsmen on his 
return from Bonn Sunday that a 
new Sinai accord might be as 
much as a year away. 
(A senior Egyptian govern­ 
ment official said today in 
Cairo that Egypt has not yet 
given up on efforts for a new 
American-mediated 
interim 
agreement with Israel on Sinai 
despite delays on the Israeli 
side in current negotiations. 
("We still have not heard 
from the United States about 
the latest Israeli position," he 
said. “There have been dilatory 
tactics by Israel but we will not 
act or react until we receive 
word from Washington not only 
about the Israeli position but 
also the American position." 
(The o ffic ia l w as com ­ 
menting on a Cairo newspaper 
report calling for resumption of 
the Geneva Arab-Israeli peace 
conference following Israeli 
“maneuvering to stall an in­ 
terim agreement on withdrawal 
from the Sinai ” 
(The official made it clear 
that Egypt would not allow 
negotiations on a second-stage 
accord to drag on for any great 
length of time such as one year 
as Rabin suggested on his 
return home during the week­ 
end from talks with Kissinger 
in Bonn.)

“If it vindicates itself in prac­ 
tice. it will be continued." chief

spokesman Vsevolod 
Sofinsky said in response to a 
question. 
Until the Soviet-American 
rendezvous project, Soviet 
launches have never been an­ 
nounced until after the fact. 
The duration of flights are not 
normally given and the return 
to earth is disclosed only when 
a landing has been made. 
Sofinsky spoke at a two-hour 
news conference at the Moscow 
press center and officials said 
all was going according to plan 
for the 3.20 p.m 
(8:20 a.m. 
EDT) liftoff of the Soyuz from 
the Baikonjur launch pad Tues­ 
day. 
Soviet experts made these 
points: 
— There will be no launch of 
the backup Soyuz if the prime 
craft lifts off as scheduled 
— The backup ship is fitted 
with the new universa’ docking 
system, which means it can 
dock only with Apollo. There 
had been speculation a second 
Soyuz, in a space spectacular, 
also would be launched and 
would dock with the orbiting 
Salyut 4 science station in 
which two cosmonauts have 
been circling the earth since 
May 26. The experts said the un­ 
iversal docking system would 
not fit with the Salyut equip­ 
ment. 
— No Soviet newsmen will be 
at Cape Canaveral for the Apol­ 
lo launch. “It is not part of the 
joint plan for information 
coverage," Sofinsky said. U.S. 
officials have said Russian 
newsmen can go to Canaveral if 
they wish 
— American reporters were 
excluded from Baikonur “be­ 
cause our agreement does not 
provide for the presence of 
foreign newsmen." Sofinsky 
said. “You can see it better on 
television.’’ He added that 
American experts and U.S. Am­ 
bassador Walter J. Stoessel Jr.. 
would be at Baikonur and added 
jokingly: 
“Intourist has not 
built hotel accommodation for 
you all." 
— Salyut 4 cosmonauts Pyotr 
Klimuk and Vitaly Seveas- 
tiyanov will return to earth dur­ 
ing the last 10 days of this 
month Soyuz is due to return on 
July 21, Apollo on July 24. 
Academy of Science space ex­ 
pert Boris Petrov said future 
Soyuz craft will ul*e the new un­ 
iversal docking system. 


Kelley confirms break-ins 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - FBI 
Director Clarence M. Kelley to­ 
day confirmed for the first time 
that FBI agents involved in 
national security 
investiga­ 
tions had taken part in break- 
ins, including a “ few" at 
foreign embassies. 
Kelley confirmed a report of 
retiring former assistant FBI 
Director William A Sullivan, 
who recently told reporters the 
FBI had conducted break-ins. 
“Yes, the FBI has conducted 
surreptitious entries for nation­ 
al security," Kelley said in a 
news conference when asked 
about Sullivan’s statements. 
Kelley said the practice was 
halted by the late FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover in 1966 “ex­ 
cept for a sm^U am ount 
regarding foreign counter-intel­ 
ligence which we felt had a 
grave impact on the security of 
this nation." 
Kelley said the practice of 
break-ins has since been com­ 
pletely stopped 
Although he might have disr 
approved of som e specific 
break-ins if he had been direc­ 
tor at the time, Kelley said, he 
defended them as being “legal" 
and in the interest of the nation. 
Asked if any foreign embas­ 
sies were broken into, Kelley 
said, "Without naming names 
or disclosing the victims or in­ 
stitutions, I can only say there 
were a few." 
Kelley said the em bassy 
break-ins involved foreign intel­ 
ligence activities. 
Kelley was asked why Hoover 
discontinued most of the break- 
ins in 1966 if they were legal and 
proper 
“By virtue of the feeling of 
Mr. Hoover that possibly in the 
context of the times this was 
not a viable procedure." Kelley 
said. 
"I have not had a single re­ 
quest to conduct such activity 
since I became director," Kel­ 
ley said "If it were a matter of 
grave concern, I would present 
it to the attorney general and be 
guided by his opinion." 
Kelley became FBI director 
on July 9, 1973. 
Kelley refused to give details 
of the targets of the break-ins 
or their purpose except to say 
that 
all 
involved national 
security and all since 1966 in­ 
volved foreign intelligence.

India's court turns down

NEW DELHI. India (UPI) - 
The Indian Supreme Court 
turned down Prime Minister In­ 
dira Gandhi's call today for an 
immediate hearing on her ap­ 
peal of a campaign corruption 
conviction 
A four-judge panel, headed by 
Chief Justice A N. Ray, set an 
Aug 
11 date for the hearing 
despite a request by Jagannath 
Kaushal. Mrs. Gandhi’s attor­ 
ney, for immediate considera­ 
tion of the case 
Shanti Bhushan, lawyer for 
the socialist leader challenging 
Mrs Gandhi’s 1971 election to 
parliament, asked for more 
time to prepare his arguments. 
Mrs. Gandhi did not appear 
for the preliminary hearing in 
the court’s main hearing room, 
crowded with an estimated 300 
lawyers, visitors and reporters. 
Socialist leader Raj Narain 
remained in jail with thousands 
of other politicians reportedly 
rounded up by the government 
in a crackdown against opposi­ 
tion leaders. 
The state court in Allahabad. 
Mrs. Gandhi's home town, con­ 
victed her June 12 of violating 
Indian laws by using her per­ 
sonal secretary to campaign for 
her and government officials to 
arrange election meetings. 
The conviction, which barred 


the 58-vear-old prime minister 
from seeking elected office for 
six years, touched off a wave of 
nationwide protests and calls 
for her resignation 


Mrs Gandhi declared a state 
of em ergency on June 26. 
suspending civil liberties, im­ 
posing strict censorship and ar­ 
resting opposition leaders. 


The government ordered re­ 
porters to submit stories on the 
Supreme Court hearing to cen­ 
sors for clearance — the first 
time court proceedings have 
been censored in India since in­ 
dependence 28 years ago.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Businessmen sold a record $3 
billion worth of inventories in 


May, the fourth consecutive 
month of large-scale selling of 
warehouse stocks, the Com­ 
merce Department reported to­ 
day. 


The huge inventory decline 
was coupled with a modest 0 4 
per cent improvement in com­ 


bined business sales, with most 
of the strength at the retail 
level. 


The latest statistics were 
another indication that the na­ 
tion's econom ic health is 
gradually improving 


Economists have said that 
businesses must liquidate their 
now unwanted inventories in 
order to stimulate new orders 
and the overall upturn in 
economic growth that would 
follow Manufacturers and re­ 
tailers overstocked their back­ 
room shelves as a hedge against 
unusually heavy inflation 


The liquidation began in 
February and is now the longest 
on record since a four-month 
selloff between December, 1960 
and March. 1961 


Inventories in May were 
valued at $264 5 billion, the 
lowest level since September, 
1974. when it was $258 6 billion 


The May report showed a $1 4 
billion decline in inventories at 
the manufacturing level. $629 
million at retail and $893 mil­ 
lion at wholesale 


The previous record monthly 
inventory drop came in March, 
when stocks fell $19 billion. 
The April decline was $1.5 bil­ 
lion. 


The overall 0 4 per cent May 
rise in business sales was led by 
a 2.7 per cent increase at the 
retail level The rise was 0 5 per 
cent at wholesale but manufac­ 
turers’ sales dropped 1 per cent 
for the month 


This resulted in a slight 
decline in the stock-to-sales 
ratio to 1.63 in May from 1.65 a 
month earlier and 1 47 in May. 
1974. This figure means that 
businesses had an average $1.63 
worth of goods on hand for 
everv $1 in sales in May.

what the community has to say about the 
problem of rape and the steps that should 
be taken to both prevent it from occur­ 
ring and to give aid and support to the 
victim and family should it occur. The 
meeting was the first of many such at­ 
tempts to alert the community to this 
ever increasing problem.

by

This 
centered around interviews with police 
officers, convicted rapists, and rape vic­ 
tims. 
Following the film, Sunny Cason, 
board chairperson and legal adviser, 
took charge of a question and answer 
period concerning the film. Some com­ 
ments revealed a dissatisfaction with the 
way that the film ‘‘dealt with the 
freedoms the woman should give up in 
order to avoid a rape situation.” An 
answering comment was that “ if the 
woman did not want to find herself in 
such a situation that there were certain 
freedoms she would have to give up.” 
A comment that “ many women who 
are raped often are asking for it by the 
way they dress and act,” brought rebut­ 
tals which controlled much of the 
remaining discussion. 


In the remaining few minutes of talk, 
the point was brought “ that no matter 
what the woman did to protect herself, 
that the fact remained that the rapist is 
out there, and that one of the most im­ 
portant things a woman could do to 
protect herself is to be aware that rape 
could happen to her.” 


Joel Gill, m edical co-ordinator, 
declared this meeting was one of the 
most productive to date, that discussions 
such as this was what is needed to keep 
the organization growing. 
At close of the evening Warren Smith, 
chairman of the male coordinating com­ 
mittee. announced a meeting of the male 
volunteers to discuss their role in the 
organization, time and date to be an­ 
nounced.

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Release expected 
for Stanford grad 


PALO ALTO (UPI) - A re­ 
cent Stanford University 
graduate held captive by guerril­ 
las in Zaire will be released in 
"the very near future,” ac­ 
cording to three young women 
who were former prisoners of 
the revolutionaries 
However, the prisoner’s 
mother says she’s not going to 
get her "hopes up too much.” 
The four students were kid­ 
naped May 19 from a Tanzanian 
wildlife research center run by 
Stanford. 
A Stanford spokesman said 
Sunday the women reported 
that American officials in Tan­ 
zania received a letter from the 
prisoner, Stephen Smith. 22, of 
Garden Grove, £alif. Smith 
said in the letter he was well 
and confident of being set free. 
"U S 
Ambassador Beverly 
Carter has shared with us his 
letter which has just been 
received from our friend Steve 
Smith,” said Carrie Hunter, 21, 
Atheron, Calif., and Emilie 
Bergman, of the Netherlands, 
in a phone call to Stanford of­ 
ficials from Dar es Salaam, 
Tanzania. 
The third former prisoner, 
Barbara Smuts, joined in the 
expression of confidence from 
her home in Ann Arbor, Mich., 
where she returned two days 
ago after being treated in 
London for an intestinal infec­ 
tion she got in Africa. 
Smith s father, Joseph Ed­ 
ward Smith, a longshoreman, is 
at Kigoma, a port town on Lake 
Tanganyika, awaiting his son’s 


hoped-for release, Stanford of­ 
ficials said 
Misses Hunter, Bergman and 
Smuts said in a joint state­ 
ment: 
“ We are very much en­ 
couraged to see that the 
Popular Revolutionary Party 
now is in the process of fulfill­ 
ing its commitment to release 
Steve in the very near future.” 
Sm ith's mother, M ittie 
Smith, said Sunday in Garden . 
Grove that she "feels good” 
about the letter. 
"But I ’m not going to get my 
hopes up too much before I know 
he’s out, They’ve failed us 
twice before when he was sup­ 
posed to be released and he 
wasn’t.” 
Miss Smuts was released 
May 25 with demands for a 
$500,000 ransom, arms and 
freedom for political prisoners 
allegedly held in Tanzania. The 
two other women were subse­ 
quently let go but said nothing 
about the terms of their 
release 
Mrs. Smith said she learns 
the latest information about her 
son from Stanford University, 
which paid the plane fare for 
her husband to go to Africa. 
"He’s in Kigoma right now, 
but that’s such a remote area 
that I don’t hear from him very 
often,” she said. "It takes 
almost two weeks for us to 
communicate through Stan­ 
ford.” 
Mrs. Smith also said the vigil 
has become costly and that a 
mood of depression has settled 
over the family. 


Amnesty promised 
S. Vietnam soldiers 


SAIGON (UPI) - Military 
authorities have promised 
amnesty for soldiers of the 
former regime who turn them­ 
selves in, even though the 
deadline for registration has 
long passed. 
But a Mekong Delta tribunal 
has sentenced a former army 
lieutenant to death for failing to 
register and allegedly planning 
to fight the new government. 
In Saigon residents are being 
encouraged to turn in soldiers 
who failed to register for re­ 
education courses or officers 
who registered falsely as 
enlisted men. 
Separate stories in a weekend 
edition of the Saigon Liberation 
daily apparently marked the 
beginning of an all out cam­ 
paign by authorities to achieve 
security in South Vietnam. 
Government officials have 
said repeatedly that security 
remains the number one 
problem throughout lower 
South Vietnam including 
Saigon. 
In most areas the day to day 
life is still under the control of 
military management commit­ 
tees who have broad control of 
security units in their areas. 
Current planning calls for the 
committees to be abolished 
when full security is achieved 
and civilians to take over local 
affairs. 
The Provisional Revolution­ 
ary Government is at work on 
national problems but the 
military committees have 
power to issue temporary 
orders. 
A notice in Saigon Liberation 
Daily Saturday signed by the 
area military committee said 
soldiers reporting immediately 
for re-education would be 
"forgiven liberally.” 
"As for those who continue 
stubbornly to oppose the new 
government they w ill be 
severely punished,” the new­ 
spaper said. 


The official deadline for 
registration was May 31, a 
month after the April 30 
takeover. 
Former Lt. Le Nhat Thanh 
was caught in his Chau Doc 
province village about 125 miles 
west of Saigon and faced a 
military tribunal early last 
week.

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Kidnaped colonel thanks everyone 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — A kidnaped American colonel 
is trying to return "to some semblance of normality" after 
nearly two weeks at the hands of Palestinian guerrillas 
"I wish to express my sincere gratitude to all the people in 
the world for their prayers,” U.S. Army Col. Ernest Morgan 
said Sunday. "A ll’s well that ends well.” 
Morgan, who was freed Saturday night after 13 days in 
captivity, underwent a medical checkup at the American 
University Hospital in Beirut before flying to Turkey to re­ 
join his family. 
"Now I shall return to my wife and family in Ankara, and. 
I hope, to some semblance of normality.” he said in a brief 
statement before leaving the hospital. 
The 43-year-old, Petersburg, Va., officer said the Palesti­ 
nian kidnapers decided to free him because of worldwide ap­ 
peals, especially from American blacks 
"Many groups made appeals and this had a profound effect 
on the people who were controlling me,” he said "Public 
opinion did a lot to help. I think.” 
Morgan said he well-treated by his captors and served 


"surprisingly good” food. He said he was held in five dif­ 
ferent hideouts during his captivity. 
The colonel, dressed in civilian clothes, refused to answer 
questions at the hospital and left for the airport immediately 
after making his statement 
The guerrillas freed Morgan on the doorstep of the home of 
Premier Rashid Karami, three hours before an execution 
deadline 
A U.S. embassy spokesman said the colonel had "a good 
night’s sleep and says he's still a bit tired but otherwise feel­ 
ing fine.” 
The guerrillas kidnaped Morgan in a Beirut suburb June 29 
during a stopover in Lebanon on a flight from Pakistan to 
Turkey. He was one of a series of persons abducted during 10 
days of religious warfare in Lebanon 
The guerrillas said Morgan was freed because he confes­ 
sed to being a spy and the United States distributed ransom 
payments of food in a Beirut slum. 
The colonel, who is stationed in Turkey, adamantly denied 
being a spy after his release Distributors of the food said 
wealthy individuals provided the ransom

Ford effective campaigner 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
committee of generals looking 
into discrimination in the Army 
has recommended a policy of 
equal opportunity even though 
it "may result in a reduction in 
effectiveness.” 
The study was the result of 
questions about Army Corps of 
Engineers policy in not assign­ 
ing Jews to projects in Saudi 
Arabia. 
Among the findings were that 
Jewish soldiers were not as­ 
signed to Saudi Arabia, soldiers 
of Greek descent were not 
stationed in Turkey and vice 
versa and Spanish-sumamed 
personnel were assigned dis­ 
proportionately to Latin 
America. 
The report also dealt with 
sexism and found "looks, figure 
and personality are considered 
when female personnel are 
nominated for assignment to 
high level staff.” 
It recommended those and 
other cases of discrimination 
against minority group mem­ 
bers, women and even unmar­ 
ried officers, stop immediately. 
"It must be recognized that a 
totally impartial policy may 
result in a reduction in effec­ 
tiveness,” the generals con­ 
cluded. "On balance, the U.S. 
Army should be prepared to ac­ 
cept such a condition in order to 
advance equal opportunity.” 
In assessing ethnic groups’ 
and women’s exclusion from 
certain assignments, the com­ 
mittee said soldiers who might 
find themselves in uncomforta­ 
ble surroundings in a host 
country should be allowed to ac­ 
cept or decline the duty. 
There were some, areas 
where the report said selections 
on ethnic bases should continue. 
For ekample, Japanese-Ameri- 
can intelligence officers are not 
assigned to areas occupied by 
Japan in World War II. The 
Special Forces detachment in 
Berlin is limited to Caucasians, 
who blend with the local popula­ 
tion.

BOSTON (U P I) - Sen 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., 
says constant speculation he 
will change his mind and run 
for President could hurt his 
U.S. Senate re-election cam­ 
paign. 
Kennedy, in an interview in 
the Boston Sunday Globe, said 
Republicans might be en­ 
couraged by the presidential 
talk to launch a strong chal­ 
lenge against him in the Senate 
race next year. 
"The speculation (about the 
presidency) is counter-produc­ 
tive. It is not illogical to think 
that all the speculation about a 
candidacy or presidential draft 
would indicate to Republicans 
that their primary nomination 
in the state is very much worth 
fighting for and pursuing,” said 
Kennedy. 
Kennedy said last year he 
would not rdn for president and 
has consistently repeated that 
statement. 
He has been campaigning 
openly for the Senate. This 
year, he has made seven tours, 
speaking at Chamber of Com­ 
merce luncheons, meeting with 
local leaders and becoming in­ 
creasingly visible in the local 
media. 
Kennedy has been hounded by 
antibusing groups urging him to 
oppose court-ordered school in­ 
tegration in Boston. 


Louisiana's 


legislators 


in zany ending 


BATON ROUGE. La (UPI) 
— The sign on the House bul­ 
letin board says "only two daze 
left.” 
And one legislator says, 
"When they start putting 
‘loads’ in cigarettes and throw­ 
ing spitballs, it’s time to quit.” 
With one day — today — left 
in the legislative session, the 
lawmakers have been putting in 
long hours seven days a week, 
and are beginning to show the 
effects. Shennanigans and sl­ 
eeping legislators are becom­ 
ing common sights. 
Cigarettes have been blowing 
up with regularity on the floor 
of the House, as represen­ 
tatives give their colleagues 
"loaded” smokes. Spitballs and 
wads of paper go flying through 
the air regularly, and a number 
of representatives and senators 
wander through the chamber 
taking and posing for pictures 
with their friends. 
"It’s just too damn long,” 
Rep. Armand Brinkhaus of 
Sunset says of the 85-day ses­ 
sion, a first this year. Previous 
sessions, under the old 
Louisiana Constitution, were 
limited to 60 days and frequent­ 
ly did not even last that long. 
"It’s like the end of college,” 
Brinkhaus said. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford, in his first trip 
since becoming a candidate, 
showed this weekend he may be 
an effective campaigner among 
diverse groups in Middle 
America and — bv his own as­ 
sessment — "made a lot of 
friends." 
Whether speaking about eco­ 
nomic "moderation and re­ 
straint" to corporate ex­ 
ecutives in Chicago, or drop­ 
ping in on a band concert in his 
home state of Michigan, Ford 
received abundant cheers. 
At a regionally televised 
news conference in Chicago, 
Ford again criticized Congress’ 
inaction on his energy program. 
The effect was not missed by 
political pros. The President 
met with a group of Illinois 
GOP leaders in Chicago Satur­ 
day and with Michigan Republi­ 
cans Sunday. 
Political sources in Illinois 
say Ford's handling of the 


Mayaguez incident and his use 
of the veto already are helping 
disarm a threat to his support 
there from former California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
Michigan Gov. William Mil- 
liken, who joined Ford through 
his visit to the state, and state 
GOP chairm an W illiam 
McLaughlin are firm backers of 
Nelson Rockefeller. Michigan 
is considered likely to provide 
support for Ford’s vice presi­ 
dent. 
White House press secretary 
Ron Nessen stressed the trip 
was non-political, saying: 
"H e’s just out there being 
President of all the people.” 
"While it wasn’t a political 
trip, the fact he was able to 
show such solid support in his 
home state was a good omen,” 
another weekend companion. 
Sen. Robert Griffin, R-Mich., 
said. He added, "The fella’s got 
to start somewhere.” 
Ford rode along a parade 


route lined by 250,000 persons at 
the National Cherry Festival in 
Traverse City, Mich . and spoke 
to 500 executives and their 
wives in Chicago Friday night 
The effect was the same — 
cheers. 


Sunday was mostly relaxation 
on historic Mackinac Island in 
the Michigan straits. Ford went 
to church, returned to old Ft. 
Mackinac for his first visit 
there since he was an Eagle 
Scout in 1929, was beaten in a 
tennis doubles match and 
played nine holes of golf. 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Catherine Hearst says she will 
do anything to get her daughter 
Patty back — even if it means 
resigning from the University 
of California Board of Regents. 
The Los Angeles Times 
reported Sunday that the 
Hearst's had dinner Friday 
night with sports radical Jack 
Scott, who has been linked to 
the fugitive newspaper heiress 
through a Pennsylvania farm­ 
house 


The FBI said Miss Hearst and 
Bill and Emily Harris, the last 
known survivors of the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army still at 
large, used the farmhouse, 
rented by Scott and his wife, as 
a hideout last summer. 
"I'd do anything for Patty,” 
Mrs. Hearst told the Times "If 
Jack Scott can get in touch with 
Patty, and get a message from 
us to her, naturally we d like to 
get the message to Patty." 
Mrs Hearst confirmed that 
she and her husband had dinner 
with Scott Friday and she said 
she had the impression that if 
she resigned as regent, Scott 
would appeal to her daughter to 
surrender 


She added, however, that she 
was undecided on whether her 
resignation as a regent would 
have any benefit. 
Scott also confirmed the 
meeting, but said he never of­ 


fered to make an appeal for 
Miss Hearst's surrender 
He 
said he thought it would be help­ 
ful for Mrs Hearst to resign, 
but insisted. "Under no circum­ 
stance would I make any pleas 
of any nature to Patty at the re­ 
quest of the Hearsts ” 


Mrs Hearst was named to 
her second 18-year-term on the 
board by former Gov. Ronald 
Reagan shortly after her 
daughter was kidnaped from 
her Berkeley. Calif., apartment

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Americans heading 
back to rural areas 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
decades Americans have 
poured off the farms and into 
the cities. But a government 
population study says all that 
has changed since 1970 and 
Americans are now heading 
back to rural areas. 
Calvin Beale, author of the 
study released during the 
weekend, said the main reasons 
for the turnaround in the pop- 
ulation pattern are the 
decentralization of manufac­ 
turing, the growth o£ retire­ 
ment towns and state colleges 
in rural areas and the boom in 
recreational centers. 
"This is the first period in 
this century in which nonmetro 
areas have grown at a faster 
rate than metro areas," wrote 
Beale, head of population 


studies for the Agriculture 
Department. 
Beale’s analysis of census 
data showed that from 1970 to 
1973 metro counties grew 2.9 
per cent and nonmetro counties 
swelled by 4.2 per cent. During 
the 1960s the metro counties 
had gained 6 «million persons 
while the nonmetro counties ac­ 
tually lost 3 million residents. 
Metro counties are those con­ 
taining cities of 50,000 persons 
and up plus their neighboring 
commuter counties. 
Beale cited additional causes 
for the change such as the nar­ 
rowing of the differences in 
rural-urban living conditions 
and the interstate highway 
system, which makes access to 
remote parts of the country 
easier. 
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Forensic experts suggest further 


probe of Kennedy's assassination 
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ST. LOUIS (UPI) - A com­ 
mittee of the American 
Academy of Forensic Sciences 
says a further investigation of 
the 1968 assassination of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy could be 
valuable in determining cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the sl­ 
aying, perhaps clarifying how 
many weapons were in­ 
volved. 
Meeting here during the 
weekend, the executive 
committee of the academy 
adopted a resolution indicating 
such an investigation could be 
helpful in clearing up such ques­ 
tions as whether a second gun 
was used in the killing or 
whether Sirhan B. Sirhan acted 
alone. 
Kennedy, younger brother of 
President John F. Kennedy who 
was assassinated in 1963, was 
killed in a passageway of the 


Ambassador Hotel in Los 
Angeles June 5, 1968, after win­ 
ning the California primary in 
his quest for the Democratic 
nomination for president. 
Kennedy was on his way 
through the hotel kitchen when 
he was struck down. Supporters 
of the New York senator grab­ 
bed Sirhan and held him for 
authorities. 
Since the killing some per­ 
sons have questioned whether 
all of the shots fired that night 
came from the same gun.

Samara wins 
decathlon as 
favorites falter 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UPI) - “ This is a 
big breakthrough,” smiled Fred Samara. " I’m 
on my way now ” 
Samara-not Bruct Jenner or Fred Dixon- 
survived the pressure Sunday to capture the 
National AAU Decathlon Championship, scoring 
a lifetime best 8,061 points. 
Dixon, the first-day leader, and Jenner, the 
defending champion who is ranked No. 1 in the 
world, each failed to score in a second-day event 
and did not even qualify for an eight-man U.S. 
team which will compete at Eugene, Ore , Aug. 
9-10 against Russia and Poland. 
"I wouldn’t say I had such a great meet,” said 
Samara, "but it’s the first time I’ve never blown 
an event.” 


Dixon and Jenner couldn’t say the same thing. 
Each failed to score in a second-day event. 


University of Oregon’s Craig Brigham, 
runner-up in the 1975 NCAA meet, finished se­ 
cond to Samara with 7,971 points, also a career 
best. He scored 7,847 in the NCAA meet this 
year 
Dixon, 25. formerly of Los Angeles State, led 


after the first day with 4,282 points and widened 
his lead from 149 to 160 points with a 14.4 clock­ 
ing in the 116-meter high hurdles, the first event 
of the second day. However, he fouled on all 
three of his discus throws. 
Unbeaten In two years, Jenner missed badly 
on all three attempts at his opening pole vault 
height of 14-1 v«. 
"I couldn't find my step,” the 25-year-old San 
Jose. Calif., insurance agent explained 
"I 
haven't made a mistake like this in two years 
and I won't again.” 
A 5-11, 174-pound former University of Penn­ 
sylvania athlete who represents the New York 
Athletic Club, Samara. 25, turned in his first 
8.000-point performance. His previous best was 
7,988 points set last year. 
He started the day in second place with 4,133 
points and stayed in contention with 14.5 in the 
110-meter high hurdles and 140-0 in the discus. 
Jenner, who trains with Samara at San Jose, 
became the favorite after Dixon dropped out of 
contention. 
He threw the discus 154-9, the same as Steve 
Gough did, and after seven events it was Gough 
5.823 points, Samara 5,773 and Jenner 5,727.

Lompoc gals 
still alive 
Reds, Pirates

Something old and something new, 
part of the legendary formula for a suc- 
cesful marriage, has been the secret to 
the success of the Boston Red Sox so far 
this season. 
The Red Sox have two of the best 
rookies in the American League in Fred 
Lynn and Jim Rice, but an “ old-timer” 
by the name of Carl Yastrzemski has 
been more than pulling his weight in 
Boston’s surge to the top of the AL East. 
Yastrzemski, a 15-year veteran with 
three AL batting titles and more than 
1,100 runs batted in to his credit, started 
off slowly this year but has been on a 
tear the last couple of months and has 
been a major contributor to the Red Sox’ 
recent winning streak. 
Boston made it seven victories in a 
row Sunday by defeating the Texas 
Rangers, 7-5, and both Lynn and Yast- 
fzemski played key roles in the outcome. 
The triumph boosted the Red Sox’ lead to 
4v2 games over the second-place New 
York Yankees and Milwaukee Brewers 
in the AL East. 
Lynn, the major candidate for Rookie 
of the Year honors in the AL, drove in 
four runs with a pair of doubles and 
Yastrzemski enjoyed a perfect 5-for-5 
day at the plate as the Red Sox pounded 
out 15 hits. Rico Petrocelli, a veteran of 
11 big league campaigns, also chipped in 
with three hits for Boston. 
Lynn’s four runs batted in raised his 
league-leading figure to 71 while 
Yastrzemski, who has batted .389 over 
the last 20 games, boosted his batting 
average to .313. The Red Sox currently 
lead the league with a .274 team batting 
average. 
“This is going to last a long time,” 
Yastrzemski said of his hitting spree. 
“ For one thing, I’m hitting in front of 
Freddy Lynn and Jimmy Rice. Pitchers 
aren’t pitching around me anymore and 
I’m getting better pitches to hit. 
“ Before, pitchers felt they could give 
me lousy pitches and take a chance of 
walking me, but with Lynn and Rice 
driving in runs like crazy, no pitcher is 
going to purposely put a runner on base 
with either of them coming up. The 
pitches are around the plate and I’m see­ 
ing them better.”

Ken Holtzman, with relief help from 
Rollie Fingers, won his 11th game as the 
A’s defeated the Orioles.

of golf’s most coveted winner’s cups to

“ that very good American player Tom 
Kite.” 


Tom Watson smiled back and took his 
trophy. 


It was he, not Kite—another young 
American professional— who won the 
104th British Open championship Sunday 
in a rain-drenched 18-hole playoff with 
Australian Jack Newton. 
His one-stroke victory in the game’s 
oldest championship was the first major 
title for the young player who had led the 
last two U.S. Opens and this year’s 
Masters in the early rounds, only to col­ 
lapse at the finish. 


As unruffled by the official’s blooper 
as he had been all day on Carnoustie’s 
7,065-yard par 72 seaside links, Watson 
proceeded to announce he was giving the 
silver cup and accompanying gold medal 
to his wife as a belated second wedding 
anniversary gift. 


“ I forgot to get her anything on the ac­ 
tual day Tuesday,” he said, “ but she said 
this would do quite well.” 
Watson fired a methodical one-under- 
par 71 for the victory and the $16,500 first 
prize. 
Using a revamped swing. Watson ex­ 
plained. “ It cuts down my distance but is 
more consistent.” 
He also said, “ I finally felt good on the 
greens but I can’t explain why.” 
Watson won the championship on the 
monster, 448-yard 18th hole. 


While Watson coolly putted from 40 
feet to two inches for a tap-in par, 
Newton bunkered his approach and then 
took three to get down for a bogey and a 
72. 
The 71 matched the highest score 
Watson shot all week enroute to a nine- 
under-par 279 and a tie after the regula­ 
tion four rounds with Newton, a 25-year- 
old who zoomed into contention with a 
course record 65 on Friday. 


Pre-tournament favorite Jack 
Nicklaus joined Johnny Miller and South 
African Bobby Cole in finishing the 
regulation 72 holes one stroke back at 
280, while another Australian, Graham 
Marsh, was at 281. 
Watson’s back-and-forth battle with 
the Australian included plenty of rain 
and both players were drenched by the 
time they walked off the final green. 
Twice Watson had shot ahead, once on 
a 25-yard chip that gave him an eagle at 
the par five 14th, only to see Newton 
fight back to tie. Once the Australian pul­ 
led into a one-stroke lead. 
Visions of his U.S.. Open blowups must 
have passed through the American’s 
head when he blew a one-stroke edge by 
bogeying the 235-yard 16th. But this time 
the story had a different ending. 
Both men were at par after 17 holes. 
But Watson, icy cool, ran down his par at 
18, leaving Newton to falter. 
“ I just thought my time had come,” 
Watson said. “ I had a goal in my life, to 
win a major championship, and I fulfil­ 
led it.” 


Watson planned some inauspicious 
celebrating with tour chum and fellow 
American, John Mahaffey. They sent 
their wives on a European tour and then 
flew off to Canada for a rest. 


“ We’re going to Canada, about 45 
miles from nowhere, do a little fishing, 
drink a few beers and tell a few lies.”

MILWAUKEE (UPI) - Bowie Kuhn 
can relax. He was a little worried there 
for a minute or so, and maybe he had 
good reason to be, but come this Wednes­ 
day, after the All-Star game is finished, 
there will be the earth-rattling announce­ 
ment he has been re-elected baseball 
commissioner. 
Charlie Finley will not be among those 
cheering the news. 
Maybe Bowie Kuhn won’t be either 
when it’s all over. He’ll win the war, but 
not before losing one mighty important 
battle. A battle over money. 


The commissioner, you see, has 
noticed prices going up lately. 
Like so many others, he feels he should 
be paid more. Now that’s where he 
figures to have some trouble. Put 
another way, the owners aren’t about to 
give him any raise. Some of them feel 
he’s overpaid now. 
Kuhn’s present contract as commis­ 
sioner, calling for $150,000 a year plus a 
liberal expense account, expires next 
February and, if it was up to Charlie 
Finley, that contract would not be 
renewed. The Oakland owner isn’t alone 
in that feeling. Kuhn knows he doesn’t 


exactly have the unqualified endorse­ 
ment of the Orioles, Yankees, Padres 
and Mets either, but luckily for him, it 
takes four votes in either league to un­ 
seat him and in the end, the A’s and 
Orioles may be the only clubs which 
won’t swing over and vote for him in any 
case. Baseball owners change their 
minds a lot. 
Charlie Finley is one of the few who 
doesn’t He certainly is the most im­ 
aginative owner, quite possibly the 
smartest one. In his own unique way, he 
has done as much, if not more, for 
baseball than any other owner. If Pele is 


said to help soccer by the publicity he 
gets, and that is absolutely true, then 
what would you say about Charlie 
Finley’s contribution to baseball? 
Anyway. Kuhn comes up for re- 
election with two big factors in his favor, 
one of them being that lucrative $96 mil­ 
lion contract the 24 major league clubs 
signed with television not so far back and 
the other being the lack of anybody in the 
wings considered suitable to replace 
him. 
No matter how lukewarm they are 
over Kuhn, none of the owners seem to

Street trees 


The street trees that embower many of 
the city’s residential avenues and more 
thinly line its bustling commercial 
thoroughfares have been a perennial 
topic for commission debates and 
homeowner complaints that never seem 
to terminate. 
But for all the 
repartee, these city 
plantings cared for by 
city crews, lend some 
Lompoc areas with a 
great, rustling grace. 
They have to rank as 
one of the citv's most 
compellingly attrac­ 
tive 
intangibles. 
Unfor- 
tunately, the street 
tre e s 
a r e n ’t 
everywhere and many 
of those which were 
once planted are now 
missing. 
^ 
Now comes the news that between 
next October and January, 1976, the city 
will embark upon anoUier planting in­ 
volving some 461 street trees. The 
program was unveiled before the City 
Council in recent budget hearings by 
Wallace (Junior) Grossi, city street 
superintendent. Grossi indicated that the 
effort will involve replacing missing 
street trees along downtown streets and 
also in residential areas at the request of 
homeowners. He was pelted with bou­ 
quets from the council after he revealed 
the plan.

Tfe greenery will all have been raised 
in the tree nursery the city operates at 
the minimum security camp of the 
Federal Correctional Institution. There, 
city trained inmates slowly cultivate 
them from one gallon cans to five gallon 
and then to fifteen gallon size. Grossi 
says the only problem with this set up is 
that there’s such a great turnover among 
the help. 
The nursery has also been a recurring 
debate topic, especially as city approved 
street tree lists have ebbed and flowed, 
first including the species under cultiva­ 
tion there and then excluding many of 
them. 
With the city’s current preference in 
street trees appearing as stable as it has 
been in years, Grossi reports now that all 
of the trees in the nursery appear on the 
approved planting lists. These, he said, 
include 314 one gallon sized saplings, 402 
older five gallon sized ones and 170 young 
trees that have succeeded to the 15 gal­ 
lon size. The council has added to this 
sanguine picture of nursery operations 
by authorizing 6360 this fiscal year for 
nursery enlargements and $3,275 for 
more nursery stock. 
Councilman E C. Stevens, long a toiler 
in the vineyards of city beautification, 
praising what 
he called 
Grossi’s 
"monumenUl effort.” reminded the coun­ 
cil that the nursery may save the city as 
much as $40,000 in beautiflcaticm costs 
over the next 10 years. The savings is ex­ 
pected to be achieved by buying small 
trees, which naturally cost less than 
larger ones, and raising them inexpen­ 
sively at the nursery. 
With the continuing cooperation of the 
FCI, the cost of raising the purchased 
one gallon trees to planting height is 
much less than the cost of a ready-to- 
plant street tree straight from a com­ 
mercial nursery. Obviously, the savings 
isn’t something that will happen over 
night. Rather, it will grow, something 
like a eucalyptus. 
Grossi’s nursery operation, where tan­ 
ned and shirtless honor inmates sift rich 
soils over the roots of growing things in 
the sun, also includes an experimental 
program, he says. Some 50 trees are 
quarantined from the rest and reserved 
for special tests for pest sprays, tree 
doctoring and what-have-you. 
What’s it all really worth? Stevens has 
a good thought on №s, namely that the 
crepe-paper-hanging image city 
beautification has — and even the posey- 
picking connotation of the won! 
“beautification” — are not really ac­ 
curate. Our surroundings have a lot to do 
with the quality of our lives, and the 
quality of our lives is something we 
ought to pay attention to. Live l(mg 
enough in degraded surroundings and, 
perhaps in ways you can not at first 
detect, you will feel a degradation 
yourself. 
Beautification is also something else 
— it’s business. Stevens believes that 
those of us who do not think Santa 
Maria’s flashy (ibwntown commercial 
redevelopment project will siph(Ni off 
Lompoc sales are simply fooling 
themselves. 
For a Sunday shopping trip, for 
relocating a headquarters office or for 
buying a retirement home, people 
always have reasons for going where 
they go. One of the most basic yet most 
undervalued reason deals with an in- 
tai^ble — it’s pleasant to be there; 
being there makes you feel good; the 
design of the place reflects harmony. 
People sense these feelings more often 
than they know and more deeply. With 
the ccHitinued progress of the city’s 
street tree program, people will continue 
to feel that way here.

There were a 
part of Nixon’s "triumphant” reversal of 
the priorities of the Cold War. Elsewhere 
he will concede that the SALT Ulks were 
gravely jeopardized by the publication 
(in the New York Times) of the ultra­ 
secret fall-back positimi on which the 
National Security Council had agreed. 
Leaving the question; what riMuld be 
done, under such circumstances? there 
is not a trace of a hint in Mr. White’s 
compendious and readable book. 
Mr. White, the nation’s liveliest 
statistician, will remind us that in 1970 
there were 3,000 bombings and 50,000 
bombing threats, and that in the White 
House on at least one occasion it was 
thought it might be necessary to rely on 
the miliUry to guard the civil order.

What was to be done about that? 
Suddenly we find ourselves thinking 
about the horrors of Gordon Liddy, about 
the terrible excesses of Uie Huston Plan, 
about the extra-curricular activities of 
the FBI, or the CIA. One is forced to 
wonder; if it had been the militant r i^ t 
wing in America — the forces, say, of 
John Birch Society and the diristian 
anti-Commimist Crusade — that had dis­ 
rupted the classrooms, set off the 
bombs, picketed arm in arm ttie fac­ 
tories, in protest against Richard Nix­ 
on’s trip to Peking, or to Moscow; and if 
Nixon had then authorized a Huston plan 
designed to identify the male factors, a 
White House intelligence group to 
penetrate and seek to abort tte disrup­ 
tions of the militant right, and to track 
down the sources of the leaks pubUshed 
in their papers — how would Mr. Nixon’s 
critics have treated him? 
These questions continue unanswered, 
and in a leisurely promenade Uirough 
the traditional philosophical quandaries 
of a society that seeks at once to be free 
and to be orderly. White acknowledges 
that Nixon’s critics have not come up 
with an answer merely by ousting Nixon. 
Indeed, a sixth sense in White, Uie jour­ 
nalist and the historian, warns him that 
Nixon’s abuse of the presidency could 
have a strategically undersirable effect; 
it could, at a time when we need a strong 
executive, 
give us an executive 
dangerously weakened. 
But he fails, one fears, to animate any 
ethical universal. The Nixon who could 
look the people of America square in the 
face and assure than that in the matter 
of Watergate and the cover-up he was 
guiltless, could lo(A Chou En-lai in the 
face, as he did publicly on occasion after 
occasion in mainland China, and tell him 
that boUi governments desired peace and 
in well being of their people. The 
Richard Nixon whose rhetorical 
hypocrisies were indispensable to the 
phony GemutUdikeit between him and 
Brezhnev was Uie same Nixon whose 
hypocrisies at home brought the disdain 
of his critics and, finally, of the majmity 
of the people.

Hi-jinks 


In an age when one can breeze through 
the classroom s and parlors of 
cosmopolitan America and with im­ 
punity admire the work of Chou En-lai 
and № o Tse-tung, we cannot successful­ 
ly isolate the sin or Richard Nixon, 
beyond saying that he was; clumsy, and 
tasteless. ’That is bad enough, but no 
further than that are Nixon’s critics en­ 
titled to go. 


Two circumstances in life infuriate citizens more than any 
other — being taken advantage of and being stolen from. It 
seems the grand slam combination of these two is presently be­ 
ing carriecT out against all the American people, and at a time 
when we can least afford either. 
In his efforts aimed at curtailing the amounts of crude oil im­ 
ported from abroad, Presid«it Ford has decided to slow down 
the consumption of oil related products here at home through 
the imposition of another |1 per barrel tax on all foreip oil. In 
addition, the oil companies have predictably lumped on the 
band wagon and are now using that $1 per barrel increase as an 
explanation and rationale for raising gasoline prices at the 
pump. 
Theoretically, of course, we, the consumers, are supposed to 
use less gasoline due to the high price and thus create less de­ 
mand for oil imports. We suspect, however, that we will con­ 
tinue to use the same amounts of gasoline as before the price in­ 
creases, and will merely transfer dollars from one part of the 
family budget to another. We also suspect both the Administra­ 
tion and the oil conglomerate know Americans will go to great 
lengths to preserve our life styles, all of which depend on gas­ 
oline in one way or another. 
On the face of the situation, it seems logical that if oil com­ 
panies are charged an additional dollar per barrel of imported 
oil, then the consumer should have to make up that dollar in the 
price he pays at the pump. Behind the mask, however, lie some 
rather unnerving and provocative questions. 
Why, for instance, were the price increases passed along just 
before the July 4 holiday when Americans really begin their 
summer travels? How many gallons of gasoline can be attained 
from one barrel of crude to help make up for that $1 per barrel 
federal tax? How quickly will a three to seven cait-per-gallon 
pump-price-increase pay back that $1, and can we reasonably 
describe the difference as profit? What of all the other products 
that can be and are refined from a barrel of crude which aren’t 
directly related to gasoline and have their own price levels and 
increases? And finally, exactly what is going to happai with all 
those millions of dollars garnered for the government by the |1 
tax increase on imported oil? 
Senators Henry Jackson and Adlai Stevenson, both in charge 
of oil-related committees in Washington, are promising to get 
answers to these and other questions. Unfortunately their in­ 
vestigations are not set to get under way for another two or 
three weeks, which will be too late to appreciably affect the 
drain of travelers’ dollars into oil company coffers. And even 
then, in the eventuality that some collusion is found between oil 
companies, what can be done? Certainly the oil companies will 
not formulate some rebate program to recompense us for our 
losses. And the legal limit on fines which could possibly be im­ 
posed on the oil conglomerates could easily be paid from the 
receipts of one week’s worth of business in one state in the 
Union.

So, in spite of what Ralph Nader, or Henry Jackson, or Adlai 
Stevenson say they want to be about this sorry plight we find 
ourselves in at the hands of one of our largest industries, we 
don’t see much hope. Unless, of courw. Congress decides to do 
something really radical and otherwise repugnant like placing 
oil and gasoline prices under their control, and/or setting a 
limit beyond which corporate oil profits truly become obscrae, 
and are taxed accordingly. We don’t condone either alternative, 
but definitely see the need for control if such blatant oil com­ 
pany hi-jinks are going to continue.

Sunshine law 


Despite q>positi(m from federal agen­ 
cies, legislation known as the Govern­ 
ment in the Sunshine Act (S.5) is ex­ 
pected to (xmie up for Senate debate 
soon. The legislation requires open 
meetings of Congressional committees 
and certain executive agencies — those 
where decisions are 
made by co-equal ad- 
m in istra to rs. It 
spells out five kinds 
of subject matter 
that may be con­ 
sidered in closed ses­ 
sions. 
The legislation pits 
advocates of the 
public’s right to 
know 
a g a in st 
bureaucratic nay- 
sayers who envision 
all kinds of dif­ 
ficulties if it should 
be enacted. 
S.5 declares it "to 
be the policy of the 
United States that 
the public is entitled to the fullest prac­ 
ticable information regarding the 
decision-making processes of the federal 
government.” 
However, a “masterpiece of nit­ 
picking” is underway. The Justice 
Department believes that open decision- 
makiM may not be the best pdicv of the 
United States; Chairman Arthur F. 
Bums of the Federal Reserve Board was 
so upset 1^ the prospect of open meeting 
that he hurried up to Capitol Hill to l(rtrt)y 
against the bill; The Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission wants out from 
coverage — and others. 
Nevertheless, proponents of the 
measure, and there are many, argue that 
secrecy is fatal to accountability. 


"Citizens cannot hold government of- 
ficialB accountable if they do not know 
what government officials are doing,” 
C(Hnmon Cause Oiairman John Gardner 
testified. 
Five excepti(Nis to the <H>en meeting 
requirements are allowed in S.5. Briefly, 
th ^ cover national defense matters; in­ 
ternal personnel and management is­ 
sues; defamation of character or inva­ 
sion of privacy, except for a government 
employe’s performance of official 
duties; confidential law enforcemoit 
and securities information and certain 
trade secrets and finaivcial information. 
Four Senate committees have already 
gone public and two years of experience 
has shown that committees are able to 
work as productively in the open as they 
did in secrecy, that bargaining and nor­ 
mal give-and-take operate freely and 
that members of Congress do not often 
indulge in grandstanding at mark-up ses­ 
sions. 
Many members have commented that 
more congressmen appear for mark-up 
sessions when they are held in public 
than in closed session and more are well 
informed on the matters at hand. In 
other words, they know the public and 
press are watching. 
S.5, which has undergone two years of 
careful drafting, is co-sponsored by 35 
Senators but it is certain to face strong 
opposition from some bureaucrats when 
it comes to tiie floor. 
As one Senator stated; "it rocks the 
boat,” and agencies’ reluctance to carry 
out the Freedpm of Information Act 
makes clear that the public’s right to 
know too often sets nothing more than lip 
service from the government.
